ination by state field

the city offices for 1910 were pur­ 
posely withheld until this time with 
the intention of injuring the repub­ 
lican city ticket 
in this campaign, 
hut they believe 
that 
if -there was 
an intent, it *wiH prove a boomerang 
when the 
voters 
of the city learn 
that the 
reports 
really 
commend 
members of the city administration 
who are standing for re-election and 
only mildly criticizes one of the city 
officers Who is not a candidate for 
re-election, 
mainly for the reason 
that the uniform 
system 
of book­ 
keeping recommended by the 
state 
board of accounts 
has 
not been 
adopted. 
There 
is 
nothing 
mysterious or 
unseemly about making the reports 
on the city offices public, notwith­ 
standing the great fuss 
which has 
been made 
over 
it by democratic 
politicians here. 
The reports came 
here as they always have when the 
state board of 
accounts 
make an 
examination of city offices. 
Scarce­ 
ly any attention has ever been paid 
them before. 
The reports just re­ 
ceived cover 
the 
records of city 
offices for the year 1916. Heretofore 
similar reports have always 
been 
public property and have been 
on 
file in the mayor’s office just as the 
ones for 1916 are now. 
-But what made republicans sus­ 
picious was the fact that these re­ 
ports were held up so long this year 
and then'should he forwarded to the 
officials whose office* had been ex­ 
amined just three' days 
before the 
election. 
It’s impossible to persuade 
the average republican that the re­ 
ports were not withheld for political 
effect, in view of the fact 
that 
a

hoard of accounts, 
which

A sentence

The provost marshal general 
of 
the army has announced the comple­ 
tion of a new system 
that will im­ 
mensely simplify and 
improve 
the 
process of choosing the rest of our 
national army. 
The eligibility of registered men 
is to be 
established 
automatically 
before they are. called for physical 
examination. The ‘‘economic worth” 
of every registered man will be de­ 
termined by a questionnaire, and the 
men who can best 
be spared from 
their homes and jobs will be sum­ 
moned first. 
There are to be five classes, and 
precedence in selection 
will be de­ 
termined by the class a man belongs 
to. 
First will come 
the bachelors 
without dependants 
and men with 
non dej>e!ndent wives. 
Second, skill­ 
ed farm 
laborers 
and men 
with 
wives or other nominal dependents 
who are able to support themselves. 
Third, skilled war-industry workmen 
and men with aged 
or wholly de­ 
pendent relatives. 
Fourth, men with 
large families dependent 
on them. 
•Fifth, the military unfit. 
The last 
class, natuarally, will not be called 
at all. 
One of the finest features of this 
new plan is that it* will lighten the 
work of the heavily burdened selec­

FRENCH AVIATORS 
ESCAPE INJURY 


In Chasing German Aeroplane Two 
French Machines Collide While 
High in Air. 


SHOW 
SKILL

Feat Proves Advance in Air Fighting 
in Few Years by French 
Aviators. 


t By United Press.) 
Paris, Oct. 15 (By Mail)—A re­ 
port just received from the French 
front demonstrates the growing skill 
with which birdmen are becoming en-

practice. 
Two 
French aeroplane? colliding head-on 
thousands of feet above the ground, 
battered and tore themselves apart 
during a plumet-like 
plunge earth­ 
ward and

handling, into a soft landing among 
a group of trees. 
Neither pilot was 
injured. 
“Two or three years ago this acci­ 
dent would have been fatal to both 
aviators.” said an American aviator 
in Paris today.

came over our lines,” he said. “Two 
French biplanes made for him at the 
same time. 
So intent were they on 
taking favorable positions above the 
enemy tluit they forgot one another 
and crashed with a noise that was 
plainly heard on the ground.

The wings of both machines 
were badly crumpled. One slid away 
into a wing slip, gliding a hundred 
miles an hour or more toward the 
ground.

His statement 
follows : 
“The Ten 
Commandments have 
safely guided us for thousands of 
years. From time to time other con­ 
junctions have been laid upon us and 
now comes the eleventh command­ 
ment, “Thou shah eat no meat for at 
least two days each week.” 
This 
order comes from the Food Admini­ 
stration at Washington. 
Friday has 
long been iish day and now Tuesday 
has turned into a meatless day. 
“Meat is necessary for fighting 
men. 
The boys in the trenches are 
doing the heaviest work. 
They have 
neither time nor inclination to changé 
their eating habits. 
To them their 
food is merely fuel. 
To us at home 
then remains the task of seeing that 
they get all they need and so Mr. 
Hoover is calling upon us to observe 
wheat less days and meatless days. 
The wheat and meat we shall save 
bv doing without will go fa r to make 
up the deficiency in the amount of 
these two staples on the other side. 
If we can save wheat by cutting it 
out for breakfast a hundred mil­ 
lion bushels more 
will be available 
for shipment to France. Saving meat 
by restraining our appetite for lamb 
a id veal and eat no beef on T u e s ­ 
day, the 
supply of 
meat 
will be 
greatly increased and at the same 
t me we shall be qui te as well fed. 
“There is 110 doubt but what we 
have been too greatly dependent up­ 
on our meat food. 
We have avoid­ 
ed even thinking of the plan of life 
followed by the vegetarian. 
Our la­ 
borers have 
always had 
meat at 
least once a day and many families 
never think the table well set unless 
meat in some form appears at every 
meal. 
If a new commandment will 
encourage us to cut down our indul­ 
gence in meat, if a meatless day add- 
ed to Friday will help us to conserve |3 
the meat supply, we should he quick 
to use the influence 
of the ideas.

Fall of the Romanoffs Is Lesson to 
Another German Queen Who 
Might Meet Same Fate. 


( By United Press.) 
Washington, 
Nov. 3.—Whatever 
military 
weakness they 
may have 
brought upon 
Russia temporarily, 
the 
revolutionists who 
overthrew 
Nicholas Romanoff 
performed one 
valuable service to Ally-dom. 
They 
kept Sweden 
from an active pro- 
German part in the war. 
Diplomats 
here are almost unanimous on that. 
They say that as pressure increas­ 
ed gradually on all neutrals, Sweden 
finally would have been forced into 
the war. 
Anti-Russian feeling, fos­ 
tered by 
another Germanic 
queen, 
would have led her to the side of the 
kaiser. 
But when the dynasty which de­ 
spoiled Finland, and coveted a warm 
water port such as Sweden might 
easily supply, fell, sentiment shifted. 
As officials 
describe the 
situation 
now, the court is probably pro-Ger­ 
man, although quietly; 
the cabinet 
’s le>s so; and business men and the 
great masses pro-ally, although they 
still nurse their anti-Russianism. 
Before the 
Romanoffs 
took 
to 
tending 
flower gardens in monas­ 
teries, all Sweden felt that an allied 
victory meant a whetting of suspect­ 
ed 
Russian 
appetite 
for 
Scandi­ 
navian territory. 
Every 
Russian 
move in 
Poland and 
Finland was 
watched with closest anxiety. 
The Revolutionists’ declaration for 
“no annexations and no indemnities” 
helped some. 
Their action 
giving 
T>oland nationality and dealing gen- 
■rously with Finland, aided far more. 
Although a small power, Sweden 
eould give Von Hindenberg 500,000 
or 600,000 men in any move on Pet- 
•grad. 
They would be used to win­ 
ter .campaigning. 
Sweden claims to be hungry be­ 
muse of the allied embargo. 
Possi­ 
bly (this is so. 
Admittedly she has 
sent much food to Germany, as well 
is 
munitions and iron 
ores from 
which 
Germany makes 
high-grade 
steel for the finer parts of guns and 
machinery. 
Tier mission here asks to be al­ 
lowed to import; 
350,000 tons of 
grain, 100,000 of sugar, 200,000 of 
fodder and 100,000 of fat. 
She will 
not pet this while the United States 
or any ally can use it. 
Recent elections apparently have 
favored the allies. 
Some unfriendly 
cabinet forces may be ousted.

port just received from the French 
front demonstrates the growing skill

French aeroplanes colliding head-on 
thousands of feet above the ground, 
battered and tore themselves apart 
during a plumet-like plunge earth- 
ward and 
maneuvered by 
skillful 


handling, into a soft landing among 
a group of trees. Neither pilot was 
injured. 


"Two or three years ago this acci- 


dent would have been fatal to both 
aviators." said an American aviator 
in Paris today. 
The American was 


an eye witness to the thrilling scene. 


"A Boche machine indiscreetly 


came over our lines," he said. "Two 
French biplanes made for him at the 
same time. So intent were they on 
taking favorable positions above the 
enemy that they forgot one another 
and crashed with a noise that was 
plainly heard on the ground.

stuck together an instant and fell 
apart. The wings of both machines 
were badly crumpled. One slid away 
into a wing slip, gliding a hundred 
miles an hour or more toward the 
ground. 
The other simply began to 


execute a vrille and it 
looked like 


both of, them were done. While ev- 
eryone below was holding liis breath 
the machines began to come under 
control. 
Thirty seconds later both 


were wobbling slowly earthward but 
under almost perfect control.

the new federal licensing regulations

Although the licenses have aiot yet 
been issued, the law is already in 
force. 
Local retailers will not come 


within the law itself but have been 
noiificd that they must conform to 
certain provisions. 


More ihan 100,000 dealers, includ- 


ing producers, 
importers, middle- 


men, and the larger retailers are 
now under federal 
regulation with 


drastic penalties provided for spec- 
ulation, hoarding and excessive pro- 
fits. 
Although 
retailers 
doing 
a 


business of less than $100.000 an- 
nually are not included in the lic- 
ensed class, they will be required 
to conform to the directions of the 
food law. 


Small retailers, while not licensed, 


are subject to the provisions of the 
food law itself, which forbids spec- 
ulation, hoarding and excessive pro- 
fits. 
They also will be controlled 


through the licensing 
and regula- 


tions controlling 
wholesalers, who 


will be required to cut off the sup- 
plies of dealers of 'any size, and in

We have paid all maturing bonds, with interest, amounting to 


over $19,000.00. We have reduced the tax levy lOc, making our 
tax levy for the Doming year $1.05, and, if the candidates on the 
Republican ticket a,re elected, we believe that the taxes can be 
further reduced the comine year, as we now have on hands over $21 ,- 
000.00 in cash, none of the December draw being touched and all 
current bills paid. 


We have made street and alley improvements and feel that the 


streets in the city have been well cared for.
